Flat-Rate Basis 
Across Province

B.C. drivers are being told to expect a car 
insurance rate increase of $22 next year as a result 
of the compulsory-liability coverage. brought in by 
the provincial government. 


That increase will be separate from any other 
rate jumps brought on by rising costs across the 
country. A rise of six per cent was predicted last 
week by Toronto insurance officials, 


The cost of the compulsory B.C. insurance is 
being assessed on a flat-rate basis across the 
province. 


An advertising campaign” to acquaint insur-" 
ance agents and members of the public with the 


impact of the new scheme is expected to begin 
shortly. 


Radio commercials placed on behalf of the 
Insurance Bureau of Canada have set the increased 
costs at six cents a day or $21.90 a year. 


This will cover inclusion of $50,000 in third- 
party liability insurance for injury or death and 
damage to property. : 


Failure to carry such insurance after Jan. 1 
will cost drivers a fine of not less than $250, 


A local insurance agent said today that no 
information about details of the new scheme hag 
been provided yet. 


The new system is based on the no-fault 
principle and provides compensation for injuries or 
death and property damage up to the $50,000 
limit. 

Larger coverage can be purchased at a cost 
which has not yet been disclosed. 


Drivers. with policies in force will be 
automatically covered under the new system until 
they renew their coverage ‘in 1970, 


The new. scheme. was introduced at the last 
‘session of the legislature with Attorney-General 
Leslie Peterson suggesting premium reductions of 
up fo 25 per cent could result for some drivers.

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Easing of Rules 
Urged for Funds 


TORONTO—Reduction of restrictions on mutual 
funds in Canada is recommended in.a report released 
Tuesday by. six civil servants who spent 30 months 


preparing their report. 


The recommendations call for greater security 


for investors and steps to 


effectively reduce sales by 


American mutual fund companies in Canada. 


Gordon E. Grundy,. On 
tario's superintendent of in- 
surance and one-time presi- 
dent of the Studebaker Corp 
of Canada, headed the special 
provincial-federal committee. 


After presenting the 240,000 
word report, he said the main 
purpose of its recommenda- 
tions isto lift restrictions on 
the industry as quickly as 
true competition in it can 
develop. 

“We would like to see 
strong competition,” Mr, 
Grundy said, “But full, true 
and plain disclosure, with the 
emphasis on plain, is a 
fundamental requirement.” 

His committee proposed 
some. new regulations for 
mutual funds—a minimum 
capitalization, “surprise 
audits," reduced service 
charges and prohibition of 
insider trading, 

But, in general it urged that 
price-fixing and other inform- 
al agreements which now bind 
the industry be .banned, and 
such things as management 
fees be allowed to find their 
ewn-—level__through_the—.free 
play .of the marketplace. 


SHOULD KNOW MORE 


The committee believes 
mutual fund shareholders 
should know much more about 
funds than they do now. Far 
more information should be’ 
available-about_relative—posi- 
tions of various funds, it said. 
Funds ‘should issue semi- 
annual reports and simplified 
prospecti that stareholders 
can read and understand. 

, Mutual funds are companies 
which buy and manage port- 
folios of securities. Instead of 
buying shares of individual 
stocks investors buy shares in 
the mutual funds, which rise 
and fall according to the total 
performance of the holdings 


The committee recom- 
mended that eventually 
mutual funds should be regu- 
lated by a national agency— 
probably a national securities 
commission, Meanwhile it 
hopes for uniform regulation

AS HAS FREQUENTLY BEEN 
the case when federal and 
provincial leaders, get together, the 
conference in Ottawa has served 
mainly as a showcase for differing 
views, or a preliminary sparring 
match for a main bout_yet to come. 
Those who expected concrete deci- 


sions to come out of the talks will 


have been disappointed — but there 
can be few who still see the 
gutherings in this light. 

As Prime Minister 
explained again to the questioning 
press, these are occasions for 
provincial leaders to assess positions 
without committing themselves, to 
gauge the national climate without 
closing doors. Proposals and_pro- 
tests go to working groups’ for 
analysis and codification, and out of 
this will come, some day, the 
definitive motions for amendment of 
the Canadian constitution. 

Under the best of conditions, 
-this would be a complicated and 
lengthy process, for national consti- 
tutions _must-be designed for univer- 
sal approval and as great a degree 
of permanence as possible. But in, a 
land of such diverse racial, regional 
and economic elements as Canada, 
and particularly at a time when the 
whole principle of our nationality is 
being questioned in some quarters, 
the eventual emergence of an 
acceptable constitution will be 
something of a phenomenon. 

The meetings which ended today 
have demonstrated again that the 
(provinces can come together in 
opposing federal powers. On the 
first day of the talks it was Quebec 
that appeared to be out on its own 
in asserting provincial demands, 
with always the threat of separa- 
tism lurking in the wings. But on 


Tuesday, when discussion bore 
down on federal proposals for 
welfare measures and plans for 


direct government-to-citizen aid, the 
provinces found a familiar unity in 
opposition,

What did become clear, at least 
so far as the premiers were 
concerned, was a strong Western 
protest against Ottawa’s concentra- 
tion on Eastern problems. In view of 
the crucial nature of the Quebec 
situation in recent times, and the 
active threat to Confederation 
which has been expressed there, this 
concentration was understandable. 
But the emergency posed by French 
Canada looms less urgent in Prairie 
eyes than the mounting problems of 
urbanization, wheat surpluses, 
freight rates, unemployment and 
future development. And so persist- 
ent an Ottawa-fighter as Mr. 
Bennett could hardly be expected to 
play second fiddle to Prairie pro- 
tests. 

But the widely publicized ex- 
pressions of Western separatist sen- 
timent are_another thing entirely. 
Thatcher, a 
political wolf in more than -one 
party sheep-fold, declared that talk 
of separatism in the West was much 
more than an idle threat. But while 
it is true that there are a number of 
pressing complaints in the Western 
provinces, the premiers are inclined 
to try to get more political milage 
out of the situation than is war- 
ranted. | 

There has been little if any 
attempt to assess with any exacti- 
tude the prospects of a Prairie 
province, or a group of them, adrift 
in the heartland of North America 
as a separate sovereign state. There 
has been even less attempt to 
determine with any accuracy the 
real flavor of public opinion in this 
regard. The betting is that any 
Western premier, who went to the 
people on an issue of withdrawal 
from Confederation would find 
himself~ confronted with so many 
adverse votes by Canadians that he 
would disappear overnight from the 
political scene. That issue has not 
yet been put to the test. It is not 
likely to be.

ver school board,-and its teachers 
who announced they would boycott 
compulsory arbitration of wage 
schedules for next year, deserves 
wider consideration than by the 
trustees and teachers concerned in 
the local difference. 

“Our stand,” says Glen Hannah, 
president of the West Vancouver 
teachers association, “is not se 
much a protest against the arbitra- 
tion procedure as it is an expres- 
sion of genuine concern about _cut- 
hacks the board has proposed in the 
educational] program of the district 
, .. We are protesting the board's 
refusal to meet with us to discuss 
proposed actions we sincerely be- 
lieve will lower the quality of edu- 
cation in West Vancouver.” 

The school board has indicated 
that the money for salary increases 
will have to come from cutbacks in 
other areas of the board’s budget. 


The board apparently 


takes the 
stand that there is a limit to the 
amount of money it can raise from 
the taxpayers who elected its mem- 
bers. A significant part of its rev- 
enue must go to pay teachers. When 
that amount is increased through 
upward revision. of salaries, less is 
left to care for other costs of run- 
ning schools. 


The decision places a hard al- 
ternative before the teachers. They 
have to decide to forego, in part at 
least, their salary increase demands, 
or, by standing firm on them, to 
see the cutbacks “lower the quality 
of education in-West Vancouver.” 


Obviously, what is spent on 
teachers’ salaries cannot go toward 
the purchase of data-processing or 
other equipment. This is a fact con- 
fronting West Varicouver teachers 
whose salary schedule for 1969 ran 
from a low of $4.825 to a high of 
$12,615. 


No Jumbo Bargains on Jumbo Jets? 


ANY 'TRAVELLERS ANTICI- 

pated jolly bargains with the 
advent of jumbo jets but it appears 
that once again we are applying 
old habits to new technology. One 
seating arrangement in the new 
jets would allow nearly 500 pas- 
sengers to an airplane. With the ad- 
ditional space however, airlines seem 
determined to enlarge the distinc- 
tion between first-class and tourist 


passengers. 

A large American airline will re- 
ceive the first of the big planes, and 
its seating arrangement seems likely 


to set a pattern for other airlines. 
Aside from even roomier seats, only 
first class passengers will benefit 


from the plane’s most interesting 


feature —- its double-deck design. 
The upper-deck lounge, connected 
to the first class seating area by a 


spiral staircase, has a bar, easy 
chairs and a small sofa. 

Péople who can afford and want 
these amenities have a perfect right 
to them. Bui the jumbo jet was de- 
signed as an economical] air - bus. 
And if one assumes—as the airlines 
do—that the number of air travel- 
lers will continue to expand into the 
foreseeable future, then the large 
jet probably represents the cheapest 
way to carry them. 

The plane travels slightly faster 
than today’s jets, and with its great- 
er seating capacity,- achieves sav- 
ings from relatively low labor and 
fuel costs. One jumbo jet manufac- 
turer estimates that costs per pas- 
senger (with large:loads) will be 20 
to 30 per cent below those of to- 
day’s jets. But luxury space will cut 
down on these savings by raising 
the unit cost of the payload. 
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Symphony Dollars 


‘ Montreal Gazette 

The Montreal Symphony Orchestra is 
making its annual appeal to the public 
for funds.-The orchestra requires 
$326,000 to meet expenses of $1,878,500. 

The public should first of aii realize 
that few symphonic orchestras . can 
survive if forced to rely solely on market 
conditions, The MSO’s earned income is 
litle more than half of the amount it 
needs to sustain its existence. Without 
substantial public donations, it would and 
will cease to exist. 3 

Nor is there any apparent way of 
reducing the deficits. If an orchestra is 
to keep first-class musicians it must 
operate at a level which competes both 
in the number of works it performs and 
in the standards it attains with com- 
parable orchestras in other major cities. 

The question is: Should Montrealers 
continue to sustain a symphony orch- 
estra which each year ig forced to run 
up a considerable deficit? 

It may be hoped that Montrealers will 
answer in the affirmative. The Montreal 
Symphony Orchestra has existed now for 
some 35 years. During that period it has 
struggled constantly not only with 
problems of finance but with the task of 
growing into an orchestra of quality and 
polish, Orchestras require many years of 
continuous existence to develop 
excellence. 

Now that it has been achieved here, it 
would be unfortunate if Montrealers 
indifferently let their orchestra disband 
for lack of funds. 


HOLDING A SCATTERED PEOPLE TOGETHER 


S_he knows better than anyone else, 

it is risky to exaggerate the genius 
of Prime Minister Trudeau; That he has 
by far the ablest mind in — our 
contemporary politics 
few Canadians can 
doubt. But the popu- 
lar notion that he has 
all the answers and 
makes no mistakes is 
denied not only by 
Mr. Trudeau himseif 
but by his obvious 
failure to answer 
certain big questions 
in the West and by 
his egregious m is- 
takes in trying to answer. them. The 
greatest mistake of all, it seems to me, 
is the mismanagement of the white 
Paper on taxation — not because this 
document proposes unwise reforms, not 
because it proposes higher taxes for 
some persons and less for others, but 
because in the manner—of its—presenta- 
tion, it provides a lightning rod for all 
the discontents of the West, real and 
imagined, a handy weapon for every 
crackpot between the Great Lakes and 
the Pacific. 

No one, of course, fully understands 
the entire fine print in the white paper, 
not even the ‘men who wrote it and will 
soon rewrite it. Supposing, however;-for 
the sake of argument, that a perfectly 
equitable tax system is built, the first in 
human_history, still that result will not 
solve Mr. Trudeau’s problem in the 
West. For the problem is not really 
financial or economic. It is political in 
the strictest meaning of the word. It is

the old problem of reconciling -and 
uniting the Canadian polity, of holding a 
scattered disparate people together. 

In Eastern Canada Mr. Trudeau 
recognized that problem from the. start 
and was elected mainly because the 
People thought he could solve it more 
effectively than any alternative leader. 
Dealing with Quebec, he thoroughly 
understood its “mind and, more import- 
ant, its instincts, since he shared them 
as a-French Canadian. He defended 
Quebec’s sound aspirations and 
denounced its: follies with courage and a 
sure touch as no English-speaking leader 
could do, 


Clearly he has not yet learned to. 


understand the West in the same terms. 
He may understand it intellectually, he 
has all the surface facts and figures, but 
he does not share its instincts, its 
visceral (and often foolish) reactions, its 
nature quite unlike that of the East. 

How could he as an easterner? The 
surprising thing, indeed, is that he has 
learned so much about the West in the 
last year or two after his original 
mistake of sheer ignorance in telling the 
prairie farmers to sell their own wheat 
‘contrary to the laws of his own 
government). 


Building Antagonism 


He has Jearned.a good deal but not 
enough, apparently, to foresee that his 
white paper, no matter how just and 
wise, would bitterly antagonize a large 
group, perhaps a majority, throughout 
the West: And in politics that is a very 
serious risk to run, especially for a 
prime minister whose whole life and

talents are’ dedicated to the nation’s 
unity. 

Mr. Trudeau need not worry, I think, 
about the junatic fringe, the remnant of 
an imaginary Wild West, which begins to 
talk of separation from Canada, since 
that fringe -is as-narrow as it is” noisy. 
But he will have to worry about the sane 
centre of opinion which evidently 
believes that the white paper, with its 
penalties on small business and’ the so- 
called middle class, will favor the 
industrial heartland of Ontario and 
Quebec as- against the developing west- 
ern frontier. 


Cost of Division 


He will also have to recognize (as no 
doubt he does already) that no reform of 
taxes, no theory of economics, no 
doctrine of social equity, no policy of, any 
sort whatever is worth the cost of 
further dividing the basic geographical 
and mental compartments of the nation. 

Among these the West, even though it 
is divided within itself, forms a distinct 
compartment, made so by its geography, 
its history and its special living ways. To 
be sure, the growing anger in the West, 
much of. it ‘ill-informed and some of it 
promoted by local politicians to win 
cheap votes, will not break the nation. 
But it could break Mr, Trudeau as a 
successful leader of the nation if he 
mismanaged it. 

In the end, I venture to predict, he 
will not mismanage it: This man is too 
able, too sensitive and altogether too 
intelligent to make the final mistake of 


_quarrelling, beyond hope of reconcilia- 


tion, with the West, as John Diefenbaker 


quarrelled with Quebec and, by that 
mistake alone, ensured his own “de- 
struction. ; 

Therefore, in the area where the 
white paper is intolerable to the West (or 
to any other of the basic compartments) 
it will have to be changed. The changes 
probably will be rather drastic before we 
are finished. _ ; 

They must accept not only the fact 
that the West has some valid grievances, 
especially against the national tariff 
system, but the fact that the whole 
nation is basically middle-class, bour- 
geois in its attitudes, pretty selfish as 
wel] and not a Just Society of angels. 

Such facts may. not. be pleasant to 
reformers, they may be deplored by all 
idealists, they may irritate an impatient 
leader like Mr. Trudeau, but they are the 
facts of politics. He must live with them 
if he is to live as a leader at all. 


Supreme Imperative 


Mr. Trudeau may live in office for a 
long time yet; having become a fact of 
Canadian life himself. If so, he will push 
his ideals of pure equity, contained in the 
white paper and elsewhere, just™as far 
as he can but no farther than the politics 
of national unity, the supreme impera- 
tive, allow at any given time. 

At the present time they would seem 
to allow most of the proposed tax 
reforms but not all. This need not alarm 
us, or Mr, Trudeau, unduly. The contents 
of Pandora's taxation'box are beyond the 
ordinary man’s comprehension but they 
are negotiable, if the nation keeps its 
head and remembers that it is the most 
fortunate nation in the world.

He must also agree that the exposed 
sewage js neither healthy nor pleasant 
for those exposed to it. Surely he should 
be the last to quarrel with SPEC's wish 
to see these situations cleaned up now 
rather than leave them ail until some 
indefinite date when sewers finally come 
along. 

Dr. Whitbread is quoted as saying 
that “It is ridiculous for us to check 
every septic tank — we just don’t have 
the staff.” I'm sure he doesn’t have the 
staff at present, but he is the very man 
who should welcome better control over 
a health problem and legislation that 
would bring with it the needed staff.

Nations are like that, only more so. There 
are some iHlusions they will not surrender, 
and they may destroy those who try to take 
them away. One such illusion, fundamental to 
nearly all great states, is the notion of moral 
excellence. 

For nearly 25 years now we have 
attempted to persuade the Germans that they 
have an obligation to atone for behaving like 
our mora) inferiors from 1933 to 1945. 

This exercise in persuading a whole people 
té6 acquiesce in mass. guilt has not Seen 
noticeably successful among Germans. Nor is 
it likely to be among Americans if they are 
called upon to.accept guilt for atrocities in 
Vietnam. 

It is a rare person who is willing to 
believe in his’ own indecency, and he is 
probably in need of psychotherapy. The 
illusion of our fundamental decency as a 
people may run even deeper among 
Americans than among most Westerners. 

‘As much as anything, this probably 
accounts for the success of Messrs. Nixon's 
and Agnew's campaign to rally ‘‘the silent

Goodness Uncelebrated 


Messrs. Nixon and Agnew are telling us 
not to believe stet-things. They.are telling us 
to go ahead believing we are just as excellent 
as we have always believed we are. Good 
people, decent people whose society is under 
attack by a bumptious minority and whose 
essential goodness is not being fairly 
celebrated by the organs of information, - 


The fury with which the not-so-silent silent 
majority has responded suggests that they 
have been waiting a long time for the 
Administration’s reassurance, 


It may also suggest that they had been 
pushed too far into the doctrine of guilt until 
Messrs. Agnew and Nixon retrieved them. 
Psychologists believe that wallowing too long 
in feelings of guilt eventually leads to a 
reaction of hatred and an impulse to strike 
back at the object of guilt. 


Vietnam, of course, has been a bad place 
for America’s illusions. It has forced us to 
challenge our faith in antiseptic war -by 
airplane, in our military indomitability,-in the 
wisdom of our military commanders,, in the 
judgment of Congress, even in the credibility 
of the President. 


By turning colleges into instruments for 
draft-dodging, it has challenged our faith in 
education. It has challenged our belief in the 
honor of military service, and as we have 
systematically blown apart Vietnam and 
Vietnamese in the cause of securing ‘‘an 
honorabie peace,” we have been challenged 
to question our faith in American honor. 

The Pinkville massacre strikes a blow 
against one of our fondest illusions, the 
American fighting man as G. I, Joe. How we 
loved that great guy—slogging through 
Europe with a wisecrack on his lips, a wink 
in his eye and a chocolate bar in his hand for 
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a Bad Place for US. Illusions 


the orphaned Paisano kids left behind by the 
Nazis, Now we are challenged to see him as 
a guy. whose answer to a pleading mother 
hugging her chiid is a burst of automatic 
rifle fire. 4 

We are probably not going to accept this 
assault on our illusions and self-respect. If 
the anti-war people believe Pinkville can be 
made an object of national shame which will 
persuade Mr. Nixon to grasp the thorn, they 
are probably mistaken. J 

Right now, we need terribly to believe in 
ourselves again; an effort to: plunge us into 
deep guilt might very well backfire against 
the antiwar movement. 


Deeds, Not Rhetoric 


The President may also err, however, if 
he believes it will be enough in the leng run 
merely to reassure us about our fundamental 
decency. 

That may get us through an emergency, 
but in the long run we are likely to want, not 
only rhetoric, but also deeds that assert our 
national decency with such firmness that we 
no longer have to write letters to ourselves 
about our excellence. 


A senior diplomat remarked 
to me the other day that he 
could not remember a time 
when the ‘world's leading 


governments had presented | 


such a collective front of 
internal weakness. 


The absence of authority {s 
particularly striking in Wash- 
ington, Nixon was elected by

For as long as I can remember, a man 
could go to the beach closest to his home and 
find ehough alder to supply his open fires 
during the whole Christmas 
season. That is until this 
year. 

Like yonder*peasant jin 
Good King Wenceslas, he 
could take his crosscut or 
Swede bucksaw to the shore 
and gather winter few-yew- 
ell. It was one of the 
pleasant exercises of late 
October or early November, 
and the weeks intervening 
would provide drying time 
to assure good combustion.

Elementary wisdom some- 
times dictates unpleasant con- 
clusions to the novelist Saul 
Bellow—that the species is 
mad, or that we are harried 
by the unworthy, or that we 
deserve no better fate. But he 
is in favor of seeking wisdom. 

“Naivete, for intellectuals, 
should be a punishable 
offense,”’ he said in a recent 
interview at his home in 
Chicago. 

Bellow has just completed 
an exercise in the distinction 
between wisdom and know!- 
edge, and this novel “Mr 
Sammler's Planet’ will be 
published Jan. 30,

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Nightmare of My Lai Incident eal Medina 


By PETER BRAESTRUP 
WASHINGTON “(..P) — Shortly be- 
fore Thanksgiving, at his three - bedroom 
apartment in Ft. Benning’s Custer Terrace, 
Capt. Ernest. L, Medina called his three 
young children into the small living room 


for a serious talk. 


As they sat on the sofa with his wife Barbara, 
the 33-year-old Silver Star winner explained that 
they were going to hear “very bad things on TV 
and the ‘newspaper stories would say bad things 
about daddy’s company while we were in Vietnam.” 

As Medina recalled Saturday, he told the chil- 


dren, 


“I did not know if stories were true, that 


people were investigating to see if daddy’s company 
and your father had done anything wrong. Every- 
thing in the end, I said, would probably bring the 


truth out.” 


The children 
quietly, 

Then Ingrid, 10, sald: 
“Yes, Daddy, I understand, 
and I will pray for you and 
Mommy at night for God to 
help you.” 

Cecil, 9, reacted like a good 
army brat: .‘‘Yes Sir,” he 
said. 

Gregory, 6, had other con- 
cerns. “I'm hungry,” he said. 
“When do we eat?” 

For Medina, Gregory’s 
response provided one of the 
few humorous notes in what 
has become a long, night- 
marish aftermath to the 
alleged massacre_of unarmed 
Vietnamese by members of 
his unit (Company C, ist 
Battalion, 20th Infantry, 11th 
Brigade) at.My Lai 4 Hamlet 
in Quangngai province on 
March 16, 1968. 


No Orders 


“I did not receive or issue 
orders to kill unarmed 
civilians,” he said in an 
interview Jast weekend. ‘I did 
not see a massacre, And I 
was not told about a 
massacre,” 

The nightmare was intensi- 
fied for Medina—and for his 
German-born wife—just after 
Thanksgiving, when the press 
carried an accusation of 
murder by Richard Pendleton, 
22, of Richmond Calif., a 
former member of Company 
c. 

On Nov, 37, Pendleton, now 
an unemployed laborer, said 
that Medina had shot a small 
boy at My Lai 4. 

Pau] Meadlo, another Com- 
pany C veteran, appeared on 
CBS television Nov. 24 to 
deciare that~-Medina was 
“right there’’ but did nothing 
to stop the killing. 

As conflicting.accounts by a 
dozen other Company C en- 
listed men broke into print, 
Medina was variously accused 
or absolved of deliberately 
inciting his men to kill 
civilians in a briefing the day 
before the attack on My Lai4. 

Although, Medina said, he 
was shocked and angered by 
the accusations, he had to 
remain silent until last week— 
by army ‘orders.

Murder Charge 


After an eight-month in- 
vestigation of the My Lai 
affair, the army had made no 
charges against Medina, who 
was first interrogated by the 
army inspector general's 
office last May 13. But on 
Nov. 24, Ist Lt. William L. 
Calley Jr. one of Medina’s 
(and Meadlo's) former 


platoon leaders, was officially ' 


charged at Ft. Benning with 
the murder of 109 unarmed 
Vietnamese at My Lai. 

At Ft. Hood, Tex., Staff Sgt. 
David Mitchell, one of 
Calley’s squad ‘leaders, is 
under formal investigation 
under Article 32 of the Uni- 
form Code of Military Justice 
on allegations of assault with 
intent to murder at My Lai. 

As their company” com- 
mander; Medina was—and_ is 

a potential witness in the 
pending Calley court-martial. 
He remains a key figure in 
the army’s separate investiga- 
tion, ordered Nov. 24, of the 
initial, 11th Brigade dismissal 
20 months ago of Viet Cong 
allegations that a massacre 
occurred at My.Lai. Lt. Gen. 
William G. Peers is in charge. 


Shot Woman 


Medina was allowed to 
discuss his part in the My Lai 
operation last Thursday 
during a break in his five-hour 
testimony before: the Peers 
panel—his first visit to the 
Pentagon in 16 years of army 
service, Medina told a news 
conference that he had in- 
stinctively turned ‘and fired at 
a prone Vietnamese woman, 
whom he had been Jed to 
suspect was an armed Viet 
Cong, when she suddenly 
moved. But he denied that he 
had shot anyote else, that he 
had ordered the killing of 
civilians, or that he knew that 
his troops were’ committing 
mass murder, 

Fresh from battalion staff 
work and two years’ duty as 
an infantry instructor at Fort 
Benning, Ga., Medina took 
over Company C at Schofield 
Barracks, Hawail on Dec, 19, 
1966—almost a year before 
the company, as part of the 


newly-formed lith Brigade, 
went to Vietnam. 

“The only way the company 
could go was up,” he recalled. 


“We became the best com- 


pany in the battalion. We took 
every award—-athletics, the 
company-of-the-month trophy.’’ 

During this Hawaiian inter- 
lude, Medina picked up the 
nickname ‘Mad. Dog”—later 
given an ominows significance 
—during mountain manouvres 
when his company managed 
to round up most of an 
“agressor” force. The a; 
sor leader, ‘a Maj. Hoak, kept 
breaking into the battalion 
radio net to decry, in mock 
Communist fashion, “Mad 
Dog Medina.”’ 

“T’d walk into the officers’ 
club after that, and people 
would say ‘hey, Mad Dog,’ 
how are you? It just became 
a joke.” 

In . subsequent interviews 
with The Post, Medina gave a 
detailed rebuttal to his 
accusers. He also provided the 
fullest and most coherent 
account of Cotmpany C's frus- 
trating-experiences before and 
after My Lai 4, as well as his 
own recollections of the in- 
terést shown during and after 
the March 16 action by higher- 
ups in. reports of civilian 
losses.

The company had Christ- 
mas dinner at a landing zone 
known as Gilligan's Island, 
near the 11th Brigade base at 
Ducpho. Medina and his 
prized first sergeant, Harry 
¥. Hobscheid, an 1%-vear 
army veteran, had scrounged 
up tables and a proper mess 
hall. 

On the menu board hung a 
jocular sign: “Welcome to 
Mad Dog Medina’s mountain 
restaurant.’’ 


Task Force Set 


Alter making one combat 
assault (by helicopter) west 
of Ducpho, and engaging in 
search and destroy operations, 
Medina and his company- 
moved 40 miles’ north to 
Landing Zone Dottie on Jan: 
26, 1968. LX Dottie was in the 
‘so-called Muscatine Area of 
operations embracing Quang- 
ngal province's much-battered 
Binhson and Sontinh districts 
east of Coastal Highway One. 

To cover this 150 square 
mile area—newly evacuated 
by South Korean marines—the 
lith Brigade had created a 
smal) seratch organization 
heated by Lt -Col.—Frank—A. 
Barker Jr., brigade executive 
officer. It was called Task 
Foree Barker and composed 
mainly of one rifle company 
plucked from each of the 11th 
Brigade’s three battalions: 
Medina's company; Company 
B. Fourth Battalion, Third 


Infantry; and .Comnany A 
Third Battalion, First In- 
fantry. 


Landing Zone Dottie, the 
task force headquarters, and 
Landine Zone Uptight, were 
the artillery bases from which 
Company C and the other 
units operated. “We were 
informed that the Viet Cong 
(had been in the area for 20 or 
los years,”’ Medina recalled. 
* inhabitants in the out- 
A villages had all been 
moved at one time or another.

Company C, engaged in 
patrols well north of My Lai 4 
at the time, ran into its: first 
booby trap on Jan, 29. It was 
a home-made explosive which 
slightly wounded one man. 
Medina recalls that it “right 
away confirmed in every- 
body’s mind that this was a 
dangerous area,” 


Booby Trap 


On Jan, 31, as the massive 
Coramunist Tet Offensive 
broke against Quang Ngai and 
other cities, Company C got 
orders to move down to a 
blocking position on Hill 102, 
overlooking the Pinkville area 


inctuding My Lai 4 and the { 


northern approaches to Quang 
Ngai city. At one point, a 
South Vietnamese outpost 
mistakenly opened up on 
Medina’s men with machine- 
gun fire. A booby trap 
wounded a man. 

But from the blocking posi- 
tion, Medina spotted 200 to 300 
Viet Cong, with women and 
children carrying dead and 
equipment, moving north and 
east toward Pinkville out of 


Quang Ngai city, which the | 


Viet Cong had assaulted the 
night before. 

Medina radioed for artillery 
fire on the area—which was in 
the ‘South Vietnamese 2nd 
Division zone. To get clear- 
ance took several hours; by 
that time, the 
vanished. 


Preached Caution 


Initially, Medina 
in its forays 
notorious Pinkville area, But 
mines and booby. traps, often 
“placed by. women and chil- 
dren,” were everywhere. 
Medina preached caution: 
Never go through an existing 
breach in a hedgerow, stay off 
the ricepaddy dikes and walk 
in the muck, don’t ever take 
the same patrol route twice in 
a row. 

On Feb. 5, 1968, Medina's 
men went into the Pinkville 
area proper for the first 
time—establishing a blocking 
position on a stream north of 
Pinkville while other Task 
Force Barker units tangled 
with the local 48th Viet Cong 
the Song My 
village cluster including num- 
bered My Lal hamlets. ‘‘It 
was a tough fight,” Medina 
recalled. He lost one. man 
killed, and there was intense 
small arms and rocket fire. 

The company’s worst single 
day was Feb. 2, when well 
north of Pinkville near -Lacson 
in Bingson district, it ran into 
a well-laid minefield. Six men 
died and 12 others were 
wounded, most of them in the 
first (Calley’s) and 
platoons. For his part. in 
saving the wounded, including 
his own radio man, Robert 
Vanieer, Medina was 
awarded a 
army's third highest medal 
far valor: “Tost some of my 
best men that day,’’ Medina 
said. 


Girl Killed 


In another incident, Medina 
recalled, three’ men were 
killed or wounded when a 
comm and-detonated mine 
went off. The

On March 15, with his 
understrength company's 
morale “not at its highest,’ 
Medina flew from Landing 
Zone Dottie aboard a_heli- 
copter with Col. Barker for a 
distant look at My Lai 4 and 
the rest of the Pinkville area, 
They did not 
hamlet—to avoid giving away 
the intended operation. 


Barker’s orders to Medina

The word from Barker and 
his staff was that the 48th 
Viet Cong Battalion, with a 
strength of perhaps 250 to 280 
men, was in My Lai 4. The 
intelligence reports also pre- 
dicted that the hamlet’s 
women and children would be 
gone by 7 a.m.—headed for 
market at Sontinh district or 
Quang Ngai city. 

Task Force Barker's mis- 
sion wag to destroy the jong- 
lived 48th Battalion, if pos- 
sible, and to destroy, a well, 


its base of operation in the 
hamlets of Pinkville. 

Medina's company was to 
conduct the main assault on 
My Lai, while Company B 
was to land a mile or so east 
of My Lai 4 and Company A 
was to set up a blocking 
position to the north. Medina 
aiso got orders to burn houses 
and blow up bunkers and 
tunnels, as well as destroy the 
livestock. 

“Normally this is not done,” 


‘ said Medina, referring to the 


livestock. “I did not think it 
unusual. The idea was to 
destroy the village so-the 48th 
VC would be forced to move.” 


Expected Fight 


On March 15, it looked like 
a tough fight. ‘I expected to 
go in and take casualties and 
to infilet casualties,’ Medina 
recalled. 

The men in Company C 
were apprehensive, Medina 
felt. “I myself had a queasy 
feeling in my stomach and I 
was sure that other people 
had the same feeling.” 

So Medina called the men 
together at LZ Dottie for a 
pep talk and a briefing. “My 
objective was to fire them up 
to get them ready to go in 
there,” he said. ‘The prospect 
of close combat with the 48th 
VC Battalion, observed from 
afar in the past, “‘was_really 
uppermost in everybody's 
mind.” 

He relayed to the men what 
Barker had told him. “I did 
not give any instructions as to 
what to do with women and 
children in the village,” 
Medina recalled, largely be- 
cause of the intelligence pre- 
diction that none would be 


present when Company C 
attacked, 


What promised to be «a 
savage battle against a well- 
entrenched Viet Cong battalion 
turned out to be a walk in the 
sun. 


At: 7:26 a.m. on March 16, 
1968, with his command group 
(three radiomen, interpreter, 
an artillery liaison officer, 
chief medic) Medina boarded 
a UH-A-E “Slick’”” (troop- 
carrying helicopters) in the 
first eight-helicopter lift from 
LZ Dottie. The First Platoon 
(Calley) climbed aboard the 
other helicopters; To create a 
diversionary feint and avoid 
the artillery’s gun target iine, 
the first flight circled to the 
south before heading to My 
Lai 4. 

“T could see the smoke and 
flash of the artillery landing 
on My Lai,” Medina recalled. 
Six helicopter gunships were 
also at work with rockets and 
machineguns. Az .Medina's 
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craft came in to the landing 
zone in @ ricefield 150 meters 
west of My Lai’s houses, the 
door gunners opened up with 
suppressive fire. 

No ground fire, as far as 
Medina could tell, greeted his 
initial trooplift. He raced to a 
small graveyard on the edge 
of the ricefieid, closer to My 
Lai, and radioed the tactical 
operations centre (TOC) at LZ 
Dottie that the landing zone 
was ‘‘coid.” 


Return Fire 


“Immediately thereafter, a 
helicopter broke in and said 
‘negative, negative, we are: 
getting ground fire and we see 
VC with weapons, The LZ is 
hot,” "’ Medina recalled. 

Medina passed on the word 
by radio to his platoon leaders 
(the first ft was down). “I 
told them to move with 
extreme caution, and to 
return any fire,” 
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After marking the landing. 
zoné. with smoke bombs (ta? 
show ‘incoming helicopters; 
wind direction), Medina and: 
his command moved to 
the east side of the landing. 
zone, still outside My Lai's- 
cluster of perhaps 30 to 40- 
huts, The houses were irregu~: 
larly spaced and separated by 
trees and follage,

abreast slowly through My 
Lai 4, with Calley’s , First 
Platoon on the south and Lt. 
Stephen Brooks’ No 2 Platoon 
on the north. (Brooks was 
later killed.}. Medina held his 
third platoon just west of the 
landing zone, using it for 
reserve and security, later 
sending some of it to seek out 
reported Viet Cong weapons. 

From his command post, 
Medina had radio contact with 
platoons and his superiors at 
LZ Uptight. As usually hap- 
pens in Vietnam combat, he 
could not see his two slowly 
advancing platoons. However, 
the platoons were reporting no 
enemy contact. Nor, at that 
point, did Medina see any 
civilians. 


Meanwhile, the helicopters © 


{from Chulai and Ducpho} 
were reporting sightings of 
dead Viet.Cong with weapons 
outside My Lai in the rice 
fields. They marked them 
with smoke bombs. Medina, in 
response to urgings “to re- 
cover those weapons” from 
Maj. Charles Calhoun at LZ 
Dottie, diverted Brooks’ Sec- 
ond Platoon to search a small 
cluster of houses north of My 
Lai. Thus; for. a_ while, 
Calley’s platoon was alone in 
My Lai. 


Found Bodies 


Another location of Viet 
Cong with weapons was re- 
ported by helicopters almost 
due 500 meters south of My 
Lai 4. Medina, with no one 
else to send, conscious of 
Calhoun’s urgings; decided to 


“check out the helicopter ~re- 


port himself. A belicapter was 
hovering over the area, which 
was. marked: by smoke. 

Command group with him, 
Medina._slowly walked toward 
the smoke watching for 
enemy. Shortly after he 
started, he found the torn 
bodies of a man, a woman, 
and a small_child, apparently 
killed by artillery fire or 
rockets. As he approached the 
smoke, with the OH-13 heli- 
copter overhead, he saw a 
young woman in black 
pajamas lying on the ground, 
apparently dead. Then, out of 
the corner of his eye, he saw 
her move. 

“As I turned, I thought to 
myself ‘You’re dead, you 
fool’,”” Medina recalled. He 
quickly fired his M-16 rifle 
ahd the woman lay still. He 
saw no weapons and checked 
no further. “I didn’t feel very 
good about it,’ and I left,” 
Medina said with a shake of 
his head. 

Moving back to his com- 
mand post on the edge of the 
landing zone, Medina was 
notified by radio that one man 
had been shot in the foot. He 
was told it was an accident. 
When he got to the landing 
zone about 9:45. a.m., he 
radioed for a “‘dustoff’ (Medi- 
eal evacuation helicopter) for 
the wounded man. 


Houses Burning 


Right after the dustoff, 
Medina got word from. task 
force headquarters that 
women and children, un- 
expectedly, had been spotted 
by helicopters in the hamict. 
As ordered, Medina passed 
the word via radio to his 
platoons, urging them to use 
caution. He had no word of 
any civilian casualties being 
caused by his men. Then he 
started moving through some 
huts on the southern edge of 
My Lai. 

“Here I saw some bodies at 
a distance,"’ Medina recalled. 
“I did not go over and check 
them - out.” There were, 
Medina. later reported, per- 
haps 20-28 bodies some 150 
meters south of My Lai. 

From there, Medina and his 
command group moved north 
and east through My Lai 4, 
where houses weré burning 
and bunkers had been blown 
up. He saw some freshly 
constructed bunkers which, 
had they been occupied, would 
have caught his men in a 
crossfire. “You couldn't see 
more than 30 meters in there, 
(the village}'’ Medina saic. 

On old man and a girl were 
picked up, but not harmed, 
Mediné._.said. The girl, he 
recalled, was turned over to 
Michael Bernhardt, now a 
sergeant. But he saw no 
evidence of a massacre and 
ho more civilian dead along 
his route. 


One Casualty 


Medina did not join up 
with Calley's and Brooks’ 
outfits until he came out into 
the rice paddies east of 
burning My Lai 4, Brooks’ 
platoon had rounded up about 
8 civilians in the field, 
holding those of military age, 
and. informing the others to 
move southwest to Sontinh 
district. The company then 
moved east, having suffered 
only one casualty — the man 
with the wounded foot. 

During the early afternoon, 
Medina’s unit ‘‘married up” 
with Company B, 4th Bat- 
talion, 3rd Infantry, which 
had moved inland from. the 
coast, and set up a joint night 
defensive position. 

At this point, Medina was 
asked on Radio by Task Force 


Barker's headquarters to take 
his company ‘to My Lai 4 and 
check~for civilian casualties, 
Medina referring to what he 
had seen, said he saw only 
“20 to 28” civilian dead. At 
this point, Sabre Six, code- 
name for Major Gen. Samuel 
Koster, commander of the 
American Division, broke in 
on the radio, apparently from 
a helicopter in the area. 


He passed the word that | 


Medina should not take his 
company back “‘into all that 
mess,’ this late in the day. 


Medina was not unhappy. To | 


go back to My Lai meant a 
round trip of perhaps 2,500 
yards, with the possibility of 
casualties from snipers, booby 
traps, and mines. Instead, he 
set up a defence perimeter 
with Company B, worrying 
about the possibility of ground 
probes and mortar fire from 
the elusiye 48th VC Battalion. 

The night passed without 
incident. Next day, Medina 


was ordered by Task Force | 


Barker to establish an outpost 
on Hill 8, west of Mykhe 3. 
He sent Calley and his 
platoon; Calley and one other 
man — Paul-Meadlo were 


wounded by mines.. Medina | 
pulled back Calley, who did 
not require hospitalization, 


and his. men and evacuated 
Meadlo by helicopter. 

Then, per orders, Medina 
struck south through three 
deserted hamlets, burning 
them all — Mykhe 3, 1, and 2. 
At Mykhe 4, four suspects 
were captured, among them a 
man who looked important. 

This man, Medina recalled, 
“didn’t look like a rice farmer. 
Heslooked like a man, who 
dressed -in a business suit, 
weuld look at home in the 
office.”” 


Told by his Vietnamese | 
interpreter, that, properly 
Scared, suspect would 


talk, Medina emptied all the 


bullets out of his .38 revolver | 


and pretended to play Russian 
Roulette with the prisoner. 
“He called my bluff,”” Medina 
recalled. “‘He didn’t talk.” 


Prisoner Talked 


Next, Medina put the man 


up against a tree and, aiming | 


carefully, fired an M-16 round 
into the tree four inches over 
the man’s head. After a 
second round over the man's 
head, Medina told the inter- 
preter to tell the prisoner 
Medina intended to shoot him. 
Medina put on the M-16's 
safety and aimed right at the 
man. The prisoner suddenly 
began to speak, 

» “If he hadn't talked, I never 
could have shot him,’’' Medina 
said. “It is net the normal 
way of treating prisoners, but 
EF felt that he could give us 
valuable information.” 

Some useful news given by 
the prisoner, who apparently 
was the Viet Cong province 
chief for Quang Ngai, was that 
the Viet Cong habitually used 
My Lai 4 as a transfer point 
for their wounded. who were 
destined for jungle hospitals 
in Quang Ngai's western moun- 
tains. 

After a night at Mykhe 1, 
the company retraced its 
route, in part, through its first 
night position, and got word to 
await transport back to Land- 
ing Zone Dottie. 

En route to the pickup zone 
near My Lai 3, Task Force 
Headquarters radioed Medina 
that Colonel O. K. Henderson, 
the new brigade commander, 
was en route to visit. Hender- 
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son arrived by helicopter with |

They: offered their opinions Tuesday shortly after Canada’s 
national team returned from Moscow, where the Nats finished 
second to Russia in a six-team international tournament. 

McLeod, coach of the Canadian team, says Czechs can’t be 
overlooked in the world championships in March despite its 
indifferent record in the Moscow meet. 

“The Czechs have more depth this year than any team of 
theirs that I’ve ever seen,” said McLeod.

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Poor Win 
Credit Plan 


By ROBERT J. SAMUELSON 


WASHINGTON (WP) — The United States 
sixth largest retailing company—Montgomery 
Ward—has agreed to supply credit to the poor, 
including « welfare recipients, on a one-year, 
experimental basis. 

The trial program—probably the largest ever 
undertaken—will cover more than 3,000 people in 
eight major cities, including Washington. 

Nearly .a year’s intermittent negotiations 
between Montgomery Ward and the National 
Welfare Rights Organization preceeded the agree- 
ment. 

_ New customers will initially receive $100 
minimum monthly payment of $5, and. interest 
charges of 1 per cent a month (18 per cent a 
year) on unpaid: bills—conferm with Montgomery 
Ward's regular practices. 

@ 

Participation in the program will be restricted 
to members. of NWRO, Leaders of the national 
group, which now claims 75,000 to 100,000 
members, regard the credit agreement as an 
effective means of building and strengthening their 
organization. 

Under the agreement, NWRO will submit the 
names of prospective credit customers, but 
Montgomery Ward retains the final authority to 
accept or reject. NWRO originally proposed that 
the organization’s approval suffice for the store to 
provide credit. 

“As far as we were concerned, that was out of 
the question,” one company official said, Instead, 
the company agreed to inform NWRO—with the 
applicant’s approval—of any rejections and. allow 
an appeal. 

“Wards also will advise NWRO of the name of 
the credit bureau, if any, whose report was used as 
a basis for the rejection,” Ashley D. Deshazor, the 
company’s vice-president for credit, said. 

“One of our arguments during negotiations 
was. that normal credit-checking practices are 
inadequate for the poor,” and NWRO official said. 
“The only way we'll prove that is going through a 
number of appeals,”

Last year, Montgomery Ward, 
whose official corporate name is Marcor, had $2.5 
billion in sales, against $8.1 billion for Sears, 

The other cities involved in the experiment 
will be Baltimore, Chicago, Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Detroit, Dallas, Fort Worth, and Oakland.

TORONTO (CP) Waste 
of highly qualified women 
university graduates is un- 
tenable on economic grounds, 
Sylvia Gelber, director of the 
women’s bureau for the fed- 
eral labor department, 
this week, 

Speaking at an institute on 
“new directions for women’’ 
organized by the Beth Tzedec 
Sisterhood, Miss Gelbert said 
women university graduates 
make up more than one third 


said . 


of all university graduates 
and form an important part of 
Canada’s highly qualified 
manpower resources, 

Yet they occupied only 12.6 
per cent of managerial posi- 
tions in industry in 1968, 
Women doing clerical work 
accounted for almost 70 per 
cent of those employed. 

“In other words, it would 
seem that we educate our 
women only to make’ use of 
their highly skilled qualifica- 


tions for tlerical jobs,” she 
said. 

Miss Gelber said that 
women graduating frofi many 
Canadian universities in 1970 
would not even get the chance 
to be interviewed by repre- 
sentatives of some of the 
biggest firms in the country 
who recruited to fill potential 
managerial vacancies.

Approved by U.S. ‘Respectables’

One ‘of the ironies of the 
present outrage at the My Lai 
murders is that the outrage is 
directed at the small evil, not 
the large one. 

Go all’ out, we say, and 
court-martial the privates and 
lieutenants who pumped bul- 
lets into the non-combatant 
peasants, 

But apparently -it is not 
good form to be outraged at 
the men in power who got the 
U.S. into the larger horrors of 
Vietnam. 

Nor should anyone -be 
especially angered at the civil 
and military officials who, 
with detachment and often 
10,000 miles from the war 
zones, established the policy 
of “search and destroy,” or 
the policy of bombing civilian 
sites, or napalming, or defo-

These latter policies, care- 
fully planned’ with computers, 
charts amd maps, are the 
portrait of the larger evil of 
Viemam, of which My Lai is 
only a minor brush stroke. 

The moral problem of this 
killing is that many more 
than the accused soldiers are 
involved. Implicated in -a 
deeper .way is the socicty 
which either actively sup- 
ported their presence in Viet- 
nam or passively approved of 
it by their silence. 

Ina brilliant book, The 
Respectable Murderers, 
sociologist Paul Hanly Furfey 
wrote: “It is an infinitely 
tragic fact that the greatest 
crimes of history are com- 
mitted with the co-operation 
or at least with the passive 
consent of. the solid citizens 
who constitute the stable 
backbone of the community 

“The sporadic crimes that 
soil the front pages, the daily 
robberies, assaults, rapes and 
murders are the work of 
individuals and small gangs. 

“They are committed by 
manifest criminals whom the 
community despises and 
punishes. 

“But the great evils, the 
persecutions, the unjust wars. 
of conquest, the mass 
slaughters of ‘the inr innocent, the

History's: list of “respect- 
able murders” is long and 
well-known: Herod and the 
Holy innocents, Nero and the 
early Christians, . the Oru- 
saders and the “infidels,” the 
Spanish _ inquisition, the 
American pioneers who 
slaughtered Indians, to name 
a few of the more glamorous. 


The “murderers” were 
made respectable not only by 
themselves, but also by their 
followers—those who either 
went out and did their 
master’s killing or those who 
stayed home and benefited. 

What alarms many who 
oppose the Vietnam war and 
who march on moratorium 
days or flee to Canada or 
Sweden to demonstrate their 
alarm is the belief that the 
United States is a ‘‘respect- 
able murderer” in Vietnam. 

As U.S. involvement became 
greater in Vietnam, it became 
clearer that it would be 
knowingly committing many 
awful acts and 
many kinds of guilt. 

Even Lyndon Johnson knew 
this; quoting Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Johnson said in his 1967 
State of the Union speech that 
societies are “compelled 


sometimes to choose a great | 
evil in order to ward off a 


greater (evil).’ 

It is wrong to do the great 
evil of napalming a village to 
destroy the supposedly 
greater evil of a few “‘sus- 
pected” Viet Cong; it is 


wrong to defoliate farmland to * 


keep the VC from~ perhaps 
growing food on it; it is wrong 
to destroy another people's 
country and culture because 
perhaps the greater evil of 
communism may be stopped 
that way. 
& 


The great-greater theory of 


evil means that any leader of 
any country can come along 
and say that he must go out 
and murder the people of 
another nation because, being 
a true humanitarian, he is 


striving to bring about a 
greater good. 
Thus, the Spanish inquisi- 


tors tortured and murdered 
because they were doing the 
Lord’s work of stamping out 
infidelity. 

Nero slaughtered Christians 
because they were dangerous 
to the empire. Hitler justified 


his Jewish murders because 
the Jews were plotting to take 
over the world.

Long before Vietnam, Harry 
Truman justified the bombing 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
insisting that the horror. really 
“saved lives’’ and “ended the 
war,”’ even though some post- 
war surveys suggest that 
Japan’s will had been crushed 
before August, 1945, by con- 
ventional gbliteration bombing 
of civilian cities, such as the 
residential district of Tokyo in 
early March, 1945. 

Carl Jung, the Swiss psy- 
chologist who was concerned 
about the individual’s survival 
in mass society, wrote about 
the way we wage war: 

“Look at the devilish means 
of destruction that are in- 
vented. by perfectly harmless 
gentlemen, reasonable, re-

spectable citizens, 
we hope to be. 

“And when the whole thing 
blows up and causes an 
indescribably inferno of deva- 
Station, nobody seems to be 
responsible. It simply occurs, 
yet it is all man-made.” 

How does the moral person 
get away from the madness? 
He can't, physically. 

If he heads for a desert 
island or the northern woods, 
he may find a MIRV base 
already there. 

All he can do. is to be 
certain that his own life is 
free from any form of “re- 
spectable murder,” and then 
cast his lot in some effective 
way with those on whom the 
bombs fall and the bullets 
spray.

Flowers for Christmas Table 


BY HILDA BEASTALL 


Living flowers fresh from your garden to the Christmas 
table arg a dream come true when you live in this part of 
B.C. Most seasonal are the Christmas-roses, Helleborus niger, 
with pure white saucer-shaped blossoms eS 
opening from fat. buds in succession from . 
October to. March. Since the stems are only 
five or six inches long, we sometimes find 
the blooms splashed with soil but this is 
easily prevented by spreading living green 
moss beneath them, or even placing a few 
flat stones around the plants. 

‘ Experiment a few days ahead of 
needing the flowers. Pick some blossoms, at 
different stages of development. Split the 
bottom inch of each stem with knife or 
scissors, and put at pnce into deep, warm 
(but not hot) water right up to the blossoms. At the latest convenient moment before the meal, take

A few 
dark green leaves of a rhododendron, or a graceful branch 
from the blue spruce; suit yourself, but keep. the table 
decoration down to no more than four or five inches for finest 
effect on a Christmas table. 

It your garden is producing real roses, bush roses, on the 
shrubs which gave you so much bloom’ in summer, you may 
want to use these for a Christmas table decoration. 

Early in the day they are wanted, cut the best of the 
flowers, half-open and freshly openéd, with short stems and 
some unblemished leaves. Crush bottom’ inch of stems and 
place at once in water up to the blooms. If outer petals are 
browned, remove them carefully without loosening the 
remaining.

Dumont Introduced 


Novel Army Tactics —

Pierre LeMoyne d'Iberville 
was probably the greatest 
Canadian military leader of 
all time. It is said that if his

In ‘this 
disease, the main cause of 

trouble is a loss of insulation 
around various nerves (as if a 
rat had chewed through the 
protective, outer layer of an 
electric cord, exposing the 
wires inside).

Now 
neurologists are recognizing 
that in many - persons the 
disease. can run a benign or 
mild course. 

Dr. Brown tells of a book on 
multiple sclerosis in which the 
authors report a'study of 572 
veterans of the Second World 
War who had their first

these.men had no further 
evidence of the disease. In 
1951,.a study; made of the

survivors, 85 per cent were up 
and about 10 years after onset 
of the disease, That certainly 
is-hepeful. 

After a flare-up of the 
disease, there is a_ strong 
tendency for spontaneous im- 
provement, and there may or 
may not be some residual 
disability, One reason why it 
will be hard to be sure that a 
cure has been found for 
multiple sclerosis -is that so 
many people get better with- 
out medicine,

hospital for two weeks and 
given only a placebo (sugar. 
pill). At the end of four weeks 
there was clinical improve- 
ment in 2 of 3, and there was 
no progression of the disease 
in 1 in’ 5. 

Recent studies show that 
the average severity, or dis- 
ability from mulitple sclerosis 
should permit the patient to 
go oan with his or her 
employment or homemaking.
